Lecture to the Natural History 
Society of Red Deer 


In the Assembly Hall of the Public 
School, on the evening of Friday, the 
17th of November, a lecture was de- 
livered undcr the auspices of the 
Red Deer Natural History Society by 
Miss Marsh of. Pease Marsh, Ontario, 
the subject ‘being Bird Life.. Although 
the night was a rather cold one, and 
there weve counter attractions, there 
was a good attendance, a satisfactory 
feature of which was the large num- 
ber of boys and girls who followed 
the lecture’ with silence and. atten- 
tion, which was a tribute both to the 
lecturer and their own good sense:

beautiful property at Gaeetz Lake, 
east of the town, deserves grateful 
recognition from the community. We 
understand that Mr. Gaetz refused a 
profitable offer for the timber on this 
property in order to preserve its 
character as a bird sanctuary. 

‘Mr. Gaetz introduced the lecturer, 
and made a few remarks as to the 
sanctuary, where he said he would be 
glad to see any of the people of Red 
‘Deer who were interested in bird life. 

Miss Marsh then delivered ‘her lec- 
ture. She began by telling her audi- 
ence something of the difficulties 
which the keeper of a private bird 
sanctuary ‘had to face from unscrup- 
ulous hunters and intruders, and of 
the advantages in this respect which 
were gained if the government took 
over such sanctuaries and gave its 
authority to their being respected. 
She went on to point out that the 
natural features of such sanctuaries 
must be preserved if birds were to 
use them. A sanctuary whosetrees 
were trimmed .and whose — under 
growth was cut away in order ‘to 
make a picnic ground or motor 
launch harbor was of no value to 
the birds. In. addition to human 
enemies, birds have many enemies 
among their own kind, as-.well as 
among the animals, like squirrels 
and weasels. Miss Marsh described 
the destructive -operations amongst: 
small birds by the crow, and certain 
ingenious methods involving the use 
of a stuffed owl used by the guardians 
of sanctuaries to reduce the numbers 
of the crow tribe. Shie also told of 
the discomfiture of a marauding par- 
ty of crowe at the hands or rather the 
beak of one specimen of that heroic 
little fellow, the ‘king bird. 

With the aid of a magic lantern, 

the lecturer showed a number of most | @ 
interesting and-, artistic slides {llus-|§ 
trating many different birds in their 
nests and elsewhere, and told stories 
of their behaviour and intelligence in 
various respects. She ‘suggested 
that certain of their activities point- 
ed to a subconscious reasoning or-.in- 
tuition, a theory which, while inter- 
esting, seems not entirely convincing, 
and certainly open to discussion. 
The whole lecture was excellently 
delivered ‘in a quiet and effective man- 
ner, and was followed by the audi- 
ence with close attention and much 
enjoyment. At the close, on the call|f 
of Mr. Gaetz, they expressed their | 
hearty appreciation of the lecture. 
The evening gnded with the singing 
of the National Anthem. 
Miss Marsh has written a book 
called “The Birds of Pease Marsh,” 
the royalties from the sale of which 
she devotes to the cause of her bird 
sanctuary.

WINTERING. STEERS 


More cattle .are marketed in West- 
ern Canada during October and No- 
vember than during the other ten 
months of the year and at prices low- 
er than generally prevail -at any 
other season. A large number of cat- 
tle thus marketed are of good type but 
are immature,and unfinished, and 
Would, with some more careful feed- 
ing, show an increased weight and 
bring a higher price per pound. For 
eight years cattle have been purchas- 
ed by the Rosthern Experimental Sta- 
tion in the autumn, fed on home 
grown feeds during the winter and 
sold in the spring at-good profits over 
labour and interest with the one ex- 
ception of the spring of 1921, when the 
“put so 
many cattlemen out of business. 

Shelter—Buildings are not neces- 
sary, but where trees are not avail- 
able.an enclosure 80 feet square, pro- 
vided with an 8 foot fence, and with a 
division down the middle and a pole 


‘and 6traw roof covering 20 to 30 feet 
‘of the north side affords ideal accom- 


modation for two’ lots of 20 steers 
This must be provided with 
feed racks and feed troughs for hay 
and meal. A drawing illustrating 
this may be had by writing the Super- 
intendent, ‘Experimental Station, Ros- 
thern. 

Comfort—If the lumps are not taken 
from under the shelter at least two 
or three times weekly, and straw put 
down, the cattle will lie down any- 
where or stand beside the fence and 
shiver; but if the shelter is frequent- 
ly provided with fresh’ straw, then 
all the cattle lie under the shelter. 

Dehorning—Cattle with horns will 
not thrive in such olose quarters. 
Some will not be allowed ~by the 
others to feed nor to go under the 
shelter. 

Water—If water is made available 
at all times by providing a heater in 
the tdnk the cattle will drink often 
but never enough at one time to sig 
‘a chill. 

Feeds.—Oats and barley are noces- 

sary with a larger proportion of 
oats at the beginning and a larger 
proportion of barley towards the end 
of ‘the Teeding period. Three pounds 
per eteer per day is sufficient to start 
on, gradually increasing to twelve 
pounds per day by the end of April. 
Hay, either native or cultivated, is 
good roughage, though oat straw will 
do until the last six weeks, when hay 
must be fed for best results. Tur- 
nips or ensilago at 24 Ibs. per day 
afford splendid succulent feed, al- 
though good results have been obtain- 
ed without either.

Slight Change in House 


Tt means a parfiament. with little 
changes, except that Mr. Bonar Law 
replaces Mr.,Lloyd.George as prime 
minister and the former premiers’ 
attenuated following, reduced by the 
elections to under 50, will presumably 
henceforth be in opposition instead 
of working in co-operation with the 
Conservatives. The downfall of Lloyd 
George is the outstanding feature of 
the elections.

The progress is re- 
corded of poultry breeding ‘and keep- 
ing-at all the twenty-two farms: and 
stations comprising the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms system: While at 
present there’ are two: or even three 
breeds of birds on‘ some of the farms,

CITY DRUGGISTS WILL 
NOT. NOW DISPENSE ' 
LIQUOR , | 


Druggists in the four cities of 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, and 
Medicine Hat are to be relieved of 
the responsibility of. carrying and 
dispensing alcoholic stimulants. Hon. 
J. E. Brownlee, attorney general, an- 
nounces his decision to withdraw the 
bail selling service from the drug 

stores in these centres and to trane- 
fer it to government vendors, who 
will alone have the right to fill doc- 
tor’s prescriptions. 

In the towns and outlying ~ points 
through the province the druggist 
will continue to dispense » liquor on 
prescription, but the quantities. will 
be reduced to six ounces’ in sealed 
bottles supplied by the government, 
and in cases of larger amounts being 
required, they are to be secured from 
‘the vendors by express, carriage pre- 
paid. 

The change will go into effect as 
soon a8 arrangements can be made, 
but no date is mentioned, the details 
of the scheme and the opening of two 
new shops in the south having yet to 
be planned out. Mr. Brownlee says| 
that while some increases in the cler- 
ical staffe will be necessary, no.:2xtra 
vendors will be required except for 
two appointments in’ Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat. 

It is understood that a number of 
the Alberta druggists jhave been ask- 
ing for some time past to be relieyed 
of the liquor selling business, and 
the government's action in transfer- 
ring it to'the vendors is along the 
lines discussed with the -provincial 
pharmaceutical association. There 
will be‘one vendor’s shop in each
